and informed everybody that they

wedding presents. A wedding 


breakfast was served on their re- 
turn, an¢ on Saturday night a num- 
ber ot their friends stayed up late 
and-gave them a chivaree, with the 
usual accompaniment of gasoline 
cans, etc, The ‘*bridegroom” ap- 
peared at the door in response to 
the noise, and made a_ speech, 
thanking them for their interest in 
his and his wite’s welfare. 

When the local policeman, Con- 
stable Rodgers, who is deputising 
for Constable Smith, heard of the 
wedding he got busy, on informa- 
tion he had received some time 
previous, and got a warrant out 
against the ‘‘bridegroom” for 
bigamy, The grounds were that 
the man had a wife and two child- 
ren living in England. 

On Monday forenoon an invest- 
igation was held at the courtroom 
at which Justice of Peace Lambert 
presided, and at which the girl and 
her father were present 

The man admitted to Constable 
Hutchings, N.W.M.P., that he had 
a wife and children in England, but 
said that he had not been married 
to the girl he was supposed to have 
been married to last week, They 
had signed no papers or anything 


else. The girl asked if stating 
that they were married  betore 
two witnesses was a legal mar- 


riage, but on being pressed, could 
not give any details even of this, 
She admitted there had been no 
papers signed or any legal marriage, 
but said there had been nothing 
between them.

RETURNS TO CHARGE 


Interesting Controversy Between Twe 
Big Periodicals—What le a 
Fair Profit 


Two or three weeks ago the “Grain 
Growers’ Guide” had a long editorial 
condemning the “Canadian Courier’ 
for an editorial which appeared in that 
paper in January commenting on the 
fact that the Grain Growers’ Grain 
Company showed a profit of over 25 
per cent. on {ts paid-up capital, and 
that the profit would have been well 
over 50 per cent. had not the Co- 
operative Grain Company lost over 
$200,000 In export grain trade and 
some $30,000 in the operation of the 
Manitoba elevators, 

In its issue of March 14th the 
“Courter” returns to the charge, and 
in the course of an editorial has this 
to say: 

“Labor men tell us, the most radical 
of them, that capital oppresses labor 
to whom it owes its existence. Now 
comes the Grain Growers’ Guide, which 
Says that the capitalists rob the far- 
mer to whom they owe existence, 
Perhaps it might be wise to have a 
conference of trades unionists and far- 
mers, and have them decide which of 
them have most claim to be the sup 
porters and creators and victims of 
the capitalists. 

“At the same time, they might de- 
cide when a man is a capitalist. If 
he owns a $50 share in the Grain 
Growers’ Grain Company on which he 
earns profits of twenty-five per cent., 
is he a capitalist? If not, would he 
be one if he owned $1,000 worth of 
stock? Again, if a man owns his own 
home and doesn't pay ren’, is he a 
capitalist? If not, if he owns two 
houses and rents one !s he in this 
hateful class? 

“If a labor union, or a number of 
unions, own Labor Temple, and the 
land under it increases in value just 
as wicked people's property does 
sometimes, are they capitalists Is 
the Grain Growers’ Grain Company, 
which some years ago bought a piece 
of real estate in Winnipeg and erected 
an office and printing establishment 
on it, ia it therefore a capitalist?

One instance might be ciled to show 
the respect of the Indi.. for the 
police. A tribe of Indians on the war- 
path broke from the reserve at Fort 
Swan River and crogsed the interna- 
tional boundary into the States. They 
were rounled up t a United States 
troop of cavalry and brought back to 
the boundary for delivery to the 
mounted police. One red coat was on 
hand to greet the cavalry troop and 


their prisoners, who numbered over 
50. When the American office was 
dubious about handing the Indians 


over the solitary Mountie—who was 
none other than Sergeant Martin of 
Regina—he Was promptly given a re- 
ceipt, and the Indians were brought 
on to Fort Qu’Appelle by this Officer, 
single-handed.

Dickinson Return Gives Great Lead in Belgian Authorities Ressond to the NO WIRELESS FOR 


Battleships and Overwhelming 
Proportion in Cruisers 

The annual statement of the numer- 
ical strength of the navies of Great Bri- 
tain and foreign countries, commonly 
known as the “Dic. inson return,” has 
been issued recently in the form of a 
parliamentary white paper. The re- 
turns show all battleships, battle 
cruisers and cruisers of each navy 
which have been launched since Dec. 
31, 1893. In the case of other classes, 
all vessels are shown which still re- 
tain their armaments and are not for 
sale,

Alfalfa as Hog Pasture! 


Since economical pork production 
depends largely upon the consump= 
tion of a large quantity of cheaply 
grown feed, should, when 
possible, be pastured on seme cle. n, 
tender, and palatable forage crop, | 
such as clover, alfalfa or rape. ! 
While the cost of pork production | 
may be materially reduced in this 
way, it is desirable to feed grein or 
other concentrated feed in addition 
Mature breeding stock may be 
maintained on good pasture, but 
young and growing hogs should re- 
ceive additional feed. Hog grow- 
ers differ regarding the quantity of 
grain to be fed while on pasture but 
a medium ration would be one that 
is equal to about 2 per cent of the 
live weight of the hog while grow- 
ing and then a full grain ration when 
finishing. No hard and tast rule 
can be laid down for the supple- 
mental grain ration, but not feed 
in almost invariably re- 
sults in a stunted hog.

Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The appli 
must appear person at the Dominion J.ands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district, Entry be 
proxy may be ie at the office of any Local Agent 
of Domirion Lands ( not sub-agent ), on certain cor- 
ditions. 

Duties Six months’ residence upon and cultivar 
tion of the land in each of three years A home 
steader may live within nine miles of his nomesteag 
on a tarm of at least 80 acres on certain cunditions. 
A habitable house is required in every case, excep 
when residence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteaccrin good standin 
may pre-empt a quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties Six months residence in each of six years 
from date of homesez | entry, including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent, and $0 acres extra 
cultivation 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
right and cannot obtain a pre-emption 
a purchased homestead in certain districts.
